The Japs Continue Their Advance To- 
wards Manchuria Through Korea 
and Consider Disembarking a 
Plank Movement. 

St. rotersburpr, April 19.— St Potcrs 
burg is flooded with rumors from all 
4ireetion8 resardins the plans of the 
Japanese now that the Russian fleet at 
Port Arthur Is unable longer to men- 
Bce their troop transportH. 

A press dispatch from Port Arthur 
Sunday last gave 20 as the number of 
Jaj^ese transports reported as hav- 
ing been sighted steaming in the direc- 
tion of Yin Kow, the seaport of New 
Chwang. Ofllclals of the general staff, 
while having no Information in tiiis 
respect, would not b© surprised if the 
number should turn out to bo correct 
or even that a larger number la steam- 
ing there. They anticipated this move- 
mm at the time of the breaking out of 
the war. but the activity of Vice Ailni. 
Makarofi's fleet and the large army In 
the vicinity of New Chwang Imposed 
caution and, it ts believed, made the 
Japanese abandon, or at least post- 
pone it, and < aiis( d them to continue 
their advance towards Mancliuiia 
through ivorca aud consider diaem- 
bari<ation and a flank movement at 
Takushan. 

Vice Adm. Togo's Immense superi- 
ority rnal/les him to hold the I{us..iiia 
ni'.iadion in I'ort Artluir aud .laiiancso 
transi>orts tiurci'or ran safely i)as;. 
through the Straits of Pe Chi Li and 
attempt to land at the head of the 
Gulf of Liao Yang or cut off Port Ar 
Ihur. 

Gen, Kun patKin ii'cnitly iuKperted 
New Chwang. lie i.s laniillar with the 
strategic position there and disposed 
a strong force to contest a Japanese 
move at that point, and if such a.move 
is made it ta believed he will be able 
to check it. 

Prince Ililkoff. minister of raliroafls, 
left St Petersburg Monday night for 
Irtkutsk, where he will supervise the 
completion of the ralroad around Lake 
Balka and expedite the dispatch of 
Irooi^B and suppi* h to Manchuria. 

Vice Adm. .Makaroff's widow has 
t.een granted an annual penskm of 
110,000. 

A detachment of Ruaalan troops 
which left Southern Ussuri has reach- 
ed Maoer-Shan (on the west bank of 
the Yalu river, 173 miles north of 
Ping Yang), without having encoun- 
tered any of the enemy. The detarh- 
'ment has occupied a mountain pas.4. 
between Manchuria and Korea which 
it la fortifying with mountain bat- 
lerles. 

An oflkial telegram states that there 
Is no change in the situation on the 
Yalu river. The Russian outposts are 
now on islands of the river close to 
(he Japanese outposts which are pre- 
paring to retire.

Frankfort, Ky.. April 19.- A nipet'ng 
of 15 dislillt'iH represent Ing a number 
of the largest distilleries in Kentucky, 
was held here Monday and stringent 
measures planned for the war which 
is now In progrees between "straight" 
distillers, whose goods are bonded by 
tM government, and the rectifiers. At 
the meeting it was decided to a.sk con- 
gress for the amendment of Section 
3244. of the Federal Statutes. The 
moat Important change asked la the 
alteration of the clause governing the 
labeling of rectified goods so as to 
require that "all new high wines aged 
any 8ub.stitute for natural processes 
he labeled 'rectifled high winee.' " Un- 
der the present statute the rectified 
goods may he labeled "whisky" and 
few persons note the difference be 
tween the package and the one on 
which the government's bonded ware- 
house stamp appears. It was also de 
elded by the distillers to file a protest 
with the proper authorities of the Lou- 
isiana purchase exposition against the 
exlubition of any rectified good.s un- 
der the name of "Kentucky whisky."

Washington. April 19. — Senate— Tho 
cenate Monday continued considera- 
tion of the sundry civil appropriation 
bin, but did not eoBdude it A nura 
ber of other bills were passed during 
the day, Including measures ratifying 
agreements with the Indians of the 
Devil's Lake, Rosebud and Flat Head 
reservations, located respectively in 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Mon- 
tana. The conference report on the 
army appropriation bill will be eon- 
sldered Tuesday. 

Refuse — The hou.«e passed the lost 
of the supply bills of ^he government, 
the general deficiency appropriation 
measure, after a stormy session wh'.ch 
lasted till 8:15 in the cNcning. The 
contest was a party one over tlie d.- 
tlciency appropriation for pensions, 
which the democrats tried ineffective* 
ly to amend by incorporating as a law 
the recent executive age disability 
pension order. An effort was made by 
Air. Moon (Tenn.) to secure a yea aiul 
nay vote on his amendment as to tho 
age disability order, but the speaker 
refused to recognize him for this pur- 
j pose. On a motion to recommit th j 
j bill the democ rats, angered by the 
] speaker's refusal to re( C)^Mi: ' M i-. 
Moon, secured a roll call, but alter tao 
vote had been taken all farther oppo- 
^ition ceased and the bill was passed. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Hltt offered 
his Chinese exc insion bill, introduced 
Saturday as an amendment to the spe 
clal deficiency bill and it was accept- 
ed without objection. Several bills 
were passed early in the day under 
suspension of the rules. 

April 28 continues to be the adjourn- 
ment goal toward which leaders in 
both the senate and bouse are striv- 
ing. Senators Aid rich and Hale con- 
ferred with Speaker Canncui Monday 
in regard to the legislation \s lich it 
will be necessary to i nac t before an 
agreement can be reached to adjoiitn 
congress. The views of the leacb rs 
of the two houads are so near in har- 
mony that no reason was found for a 
change of mind about conelud'ng by 
April 2S. Several niembc^rs (f con- 
gress have important engasienienl.-i 
which they desire to fill soon after 
that time and there are many others 
who anticipate attending the opening 
of the Ix)ui&iana purchase exposition 
at St. IjOuIs on April Do. Ac cordini'ly 
when the questioii of ailjciurnnient was 
broachetl Monday it was the unani- 
mous opinion that next week shouid 
see the close of congress and Thursday 
seemed to be the day Vnost favored it 
all business on the legislative slate 
can be put through.

He enumerates II 1 i m portant fran- 
chise trusts (telegraph, telephone, gas, 
electric light and street railway coD89li- 
dations), oontiolliDg 1,336 plants, and 
havinu a total outstanJinK capitaliza- 
tion of 13,735,456,075. He diecusaes the 
six great steam rallloed gronps with a 
total cfliiitalizition of $!i,OI 7,C.S0,<K)7, and 
tbe ten allied independent railroad sys- 
terns baHat a eapltaUaatloa of IM0477.- 
000.. 

Tbe great total of the capitaliKition of 
all tbe trusts considered in this book, in- 
dustrial, franchise and traosportatioo, if 

120,379,102.511. 

After mt>niioning tbe fact that there is 
in this country about 180,000,000.000 of 
wealth outaide of the trusts diecussed in 

Mr. .Moody's houk, the Wall Street Jour- 
nal of March 17ib makes the following 
very signtfloant statement : 

"It should not be overlooked that the 
trust wealth is the most important, in 
that 11 I 1 ( uM iMi.H Ai.i, 'inK (niiivii 
WE.M I H Mu- irustH are iu loutrul of the 
irani-poii.iiiDii faiilitie» of 4lie icMintry.

Throiinh con- 
trol of the banks, the railroads and the 
leadintr uiduetrial companies, the direc- 
tors of these tiUrtM practically direct the 
business of the < ountry, and when it is 
said that of the f2( 1,000,000,000 of trust 
capital ill the I nited States, upwards of 

|l,OlK),l«H),()|H) I* HKI I. IIYONK KAMJI.Y, and 

that the greater amount is represented 
by a group of perhaps a dozen capitalists, 
one gets some oonoeptioo of the immense 
power which is wielded in this country 
by a few capitalists." 

The fact that the Wall Street Journal, 
and to some e.xtent also, Mr. Moody, at- 
tempu to juatify the existence of these 
trusts is of no consequence. It is of 
great importance that nearly all of these 
trusU, with over $20,000,000,000 of cap- 
italisation, are illegkl combinations and 
would prohahly be ho declared, if they 
Wire brpuuLt to the bar of justice. Our 
eaey-going Attorney-General, however, 
got frightened when he won a suit 
against one of them, really begun by tbe 
Governor of Minnetota, and hastened to 
tell them that the government was not 
going to "run amuck" in its opposition 
to trusts. Wall street interpreted this 
statement, and other auurances that 
were said to come direct from the White 
House, to mean that there would be no 
more suits begun against these illeicsl 
and criminal trasts this year, and pro- 
reeded to put ap the prioss of trust 
stocks. Tbe Suprsme Court decision was 
given on Monday ; on the following 8at- 
vrday the prices of these trust stocks 
closed higher than they bad sold for 
amy weeks before. 

It is perfectly safe to say that the 
present occupant of tbe White House 
knows full well on which sids of his Be- 
pnbUcan bread is the trust butter and 
that he will not do anything to greatly 
disturb the hannonious relations which 
have for many yean exiated between the 
Xepabllean party and tbese haodreds of 
tarlfr-foetered Mid fnwobiM tratti.
